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Millennium Survey results 


In late January 1999, 1660 questionnaires were delivered in the Parish to everyone over 18 on 
the electoral register. 463 were returned giving a response rate of 28%. 


Millennium Legacy projects 

e half the ideas suggested had support from residents to a varying degree. The ideas which 
received most support were purchasing the Library for perpetuity (51% net support); 
improving and completing the Deddington to Clifton footpath (42% net support); flower 
beds/benches in Market Place (32% net support); and converting the Town Hall into a 
museum of exhibition centre (26% net support) (Full results given in the table over the page) 

e there was strong support for the Parish Council to provide substantial part of the funding for 
the chosen capital project (52% net support) 

e in addition other comments on the returned questionnaires showed their was a need to better 
utilise and improve the facilities at the Windmill Centre; better use of other facilities in the 
parish ; and concerns about parking in Deddington Market Place and the need for a car park. 


Activities for the Millennium Year 

e eleven of the twelve ideas suggested for the year 2000 received overall support from 
respondents 

e the Deddington Carnival (+66% net support); party for elderly people (+44% net support); 
Bonfire Night (+42% net support) were the most popular choices. (Full results given in table 
over page) 


Millennium New Year weekend 

e strong support for music under cover with food and drink on 31 December 1999 in the Market 
Place (+51% net support) 

e strong support for Millennium Watch to help older people, disabled people, and those who are 
ill over the weekend - sixty people volunteered to help

© 37% said they would buy additional copies of the Millennium Calendar for friends and family. 
The Calendar will be given to every household in the parish. Additional copies will be sold.

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EDITORIAL 


The Parish Council asked for the March 24th Open Meeting with CDC Representatives on our behalf. 
About 180 of us turned up. Did we go away wiser ? Were we reassured ? Read Norman Stone’s report. 
I'd like to emphasise two points in the Editorial. If we want any say in the future development of the 
Parish we need to keep writing to CDC with our views. Passivity, shoulder-shrugging and silence will 
get us nowhere. My second point concerns quality of life - hard to define and therefore probably not 
high on any planners’ list of essentials. I’ ve lived in communities around the world. Deddington is a 
minor miracle. The Parish is large enough to be viable, to sustain variety, small enough to exemplify the 
true meaning of community. We interact, we unobtrusively help each other. Any aggressive enlargement 
of population not only puts a strain on local resources and infrastructure (eloquently argued at the 
Meeting) but puts at risk those qualities that make Deddington a success. We become a large, incoherent 
structure, fulfilling national quotas no doubt, but thereby diminished - as has happened to so many 
communities elsewhere. Such development benefits no-one, neither young nor old, neither long-term 
residents nor newcomers. This is not nimbyism, just hard-headed realism. 

Meanwhile. This month’s ‘inserts’ are of particular interest. The Millennium Working Group has _ 
produced an analysis summary of their Millennium Survey Questionnaire. The Deddington Map Group 
circulates the fourth of its excellent leaflets and Deddington and area Churches have combined to send a 
joint Easter card. The Good Neighbour Group update appears in this issue (an aspect of quality of life), 
co-ordinated as usual by Jean Flux. And we have a vivid picture of the 19th century Clifton farmer’ s 
daughter (The Way We Were) who was observed in church to be ‘saucily inclined’. Kristin Thompson

GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - DEANERY AND PARISH MAGAZINES 1879 -1900 by RUTH JOHNSON 
Our three Parishes celebrated Queen Victoria’s 60th Jubilee in 1897 with much good feeling, loyalty and 
due honour. Many would never forget the happy day and tell their children, as yet unborn, all about it. In 
S/S Peter and Paul Church Her Majesty’s Jubilee was marked by a stained glass East Window. 
ENTERTAINMENT. Deddington, then as now, excelled in providing splendid entertainment for the 
parishioners by the parishioners. Musical and dramatic events, always reported as being packed out, were 
favourites and performed in schoolroom, church or private residence. In 1886 the Deddington Detachment 
of the 2nd Oxfordshire Rifles held a Fete and Dance on a grand scale in aid of funds for the provision of 
new targets. The Company’s own band played a selection of music for the dancing in the evening. 
Village outings became a yearly event. Nobody seemed to mind catching a 4 am. train from Aynho 
Station, making for the sea, enjoying a boat trip and returning in the early hours of the next day. The 
formidable Church Choir of S/S Peter and Paul attended the yearly Royal School of Church Music 
Festivals, acquitting themselves very well. In 1899 the Castle Grounds site was taken over by an 
enterprising body of parishioners for a recreation ground and the Cricket Club was re-started. Fetes and 
bazaars are recorded in great detail in the earlier magazines, with the proceeds going to various good 
causes. (The Day School children subscribed 12s /10%d towards a children’s cot in the Radcliffe 
Infirmary.) 7 

From February 1899, Deddington had its own Library, lending out books at %d a volume.

PUBLIC MEETING ON LOCAL HOUSING 

About 180 people went to church in Deddington on Wednesday, 24 March, to discuss housing 
policy with CDC planning officials Nigel Evans and Sharon Whiting. They explained that in 
accordance with government guidelines and the Oxfordshire Structure Plan, CDC is now required 
to provide an extra 350 houses on rural, allocated sites in the 15 largest villages of Cherwell 
district, by 2011, an average of 23 extra houses per village. In Deddington, developers Swiss Re 
identified 3 possible sites, and CDC added 4 more. 

PC Chairman Jim Flux led a lively question and answer session. Here are the main points. 

4. The School is already full to bursting, and does not have enough permanent classroom 
capacity even for the present school roll. 

2. The Health Centre is already overstretched, with doctors under great pressure. 

3. Traffic in Earls Lane is already a hazard. An increase in Schoo! and Health Centre usage 
would put children and old people seriously at risk. 

4. Water pressure is already low in parts of the parish, and increased demand would worsen the 
position. Similarly, sewage and drainage provision - already inadequate - would be at serious risk 
of breakdown. 

5. Increase in demand for parking would turn an already difficult situation into an intolerable one. 
6. The rural character of the village has been eroded in recent years - 300 new houses since the 
4991 count of about 680. Further erosion would alter the character irrevocably. 

7. The only new building acceptable to the village would be low-cost housing on infill sites. Mr 
Evans said dwellings on infill sites would not count towards his target of 350. Why not? 

8. When permission was granted for the recent Gaveston Gardens development, the parish was 
assured that the site would not be extended. The new proposals include a site to the north of, and 
next to, Gaveston Gardens, which would adversely affect the setting of the Conservation Area. 
(The same is true of other sites.) An indication from the planners that access to this site might be 
via a roundabout in the Banbury Road did not go down well. 

9. The former airfield at Upper Heyford is a brownfield site, for which CDC has allocated 1,000 
houses and no more. Why not more - perhaps 350 more? 

10. Developers have a record of obtaining permission for a scheme that seems to accommodate 
local needs, but is later altered to become more commercial - for example Gaveston Gardens was 
to have been a mix of 65 x 2-5 bedroom houses but is actually a development of 40 x 4-5 
bedroom houses. 

11. Identifying many more sites than are required to meet the target encourages speculative 
developers to try their luck. Indeed, a couple of dozen inquiries have already been made about 
the Deddington sites. : 

42. Government planning policy is about to change. A new planning policy document, published 
the day before the meeting, shifts the emphasis from greenfield sites in rural areas to urban 
brownfield sites, particularly those that are unused, unoccupied, abandoned or derelict. The 
Cherwell planners had not read the document and therefore took no account of it. 

What to do 

A. CDC officials want to know what the village thinks. Make sure they do. Write to the Head of 
Development & Property Services, Cherwell District Council, Bodicote House, Bodicote, Banbury, 
Oxon, OX15 4AA, as soon as possible and in any case before mid April 1999. 

B. A Local Housing Draft Review will be issued by CDC for consultation early in 2000. If not 
satisfied, you have a statutory right to object.

At the time of writing, lambing is well under way with about 80 ewes left to go. Most of 
the ewes with lambs are now out at grass but they still need to be hand-fed as the 
grass on the meadows is only just starting to grow, so | hope that the weather will soon 
start to warm up. The lambing has gone very well this year without too many problems 
to sort out, but the actual lambing is only the start of the story and a lot can and will 
go wrong between now and when they are ready for market. And as with all agricultural 
products the market prospects are very poor. The farm gate prices for meat and grain 
are now well below the cost of production. The primary food producing industry of this 
country is now subsisting on subsidies and grants, with most farmers hanging on in the 
hope that things will get better. 

The proposed cuts in the CAP budget will hit the UK farming industry hard and will not 
reduce the cost of your weekly food shopping. All it will do is to increase the profit 
margins for the large retail outlets. Where all this will get us, only time will tell. We 
have a government that seems to think it can buy votes by pandering to the whims of 
the urban Luddites who want to destroy the rural way of life by turning a large part of 
the countryside into a public park with controls that will make it almost impossible to 
farm, and so increase the need to import even more food from a world that cannot feed 
itself. Oh well, what is the use of shouting at the wind? Perhaps | should rename this 
article ‘Ramblings from the Lambing Shed'.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for March 1849: 

17th MARCH - The confirmation took place. The Bishop drove up to the door and took me 
into his carriage with the Archdeacon up to the Church - where | presented the Souldern and 
Gt. Barford catechumens at the Altar. The Bishop delivered a most beautiful, simple and 
heartstirring address to the assembled catechumens, who were not so well behaved as 
heretofore - one girl was rejected and two others reproved for their levity in the Church 
before going up to the Altar. Between 300 and 400 | believe were confirmed - from this 
place and hamlets, Souldern, Steeple Aston, North Aston, Duns Tew, Upper Heyford and Great 
and Little Barford. We adjourned to the Vicarage afterwards for a short time from the Church, 
to luncheon, where | had not intended to go on account of the Vicar's recent strange conduct 
towards me, but at the request of the Bishop | consented to be present. 

21st MARCH - Prayers at 11 o'clock - after | was in my pew the Sexton came to ask me to 
read prayers again for Mr. Brogden, which |} did. 

23rd MARCH - A Clifton farmer came to talk over the affair of his daughter not having been 
confirmed on Saturday last by the Bishop. Explained to him that she was in fault for not 
answering the Bishop when he spoke to her at the altar rail and asked if she was sorry for 
the manner in which she conducted herself previously in the Church - but she made no 
answer and seemed by her conduct on the way to the altar, to persons who observed her, to 
be saucily inclined - tossing and shaking her head as it were in defiance and indifference. 
The man went away | think pretty well satisfied with the Bishop's conduct, tho' he had felt 
before very angry with his Lordship. 

26th MARCH - | heard from Mr. Potts about the County Advertisements being permitted by the 
Magistrates to appear in future in the Banbury Guardian and asking to vote in favour of such 
a proposition at the ensuing Sessions. 

27th MARCH - the constable of Westcott Barton came with another case of drunkenness and 
being disorderly - fine of 5/-d. or so many hours in the stocks if not paid on Saturday at 12 


o'clock. 
28th MARCH - Talked over with Mr. Brogden the subject of a chapel to be built at Clifton.
